To Issue Bonds 
1. Instead of issuing debenture* for 
SI.SOO,OOO,OOO of it* capital resource* 
the corporation will Issue straight gov­ 
ernm ent bonds, thus avoiding the ne­ 
cessity for m aking th* corporation's 
pap* r discountable by federal iv serve 
banks. Senator Glass, Dem., Va., vig­ 
orously opposed Involving the federal 
reserve system in the em ergency re­ 
lief program.

Farm relief is pending in the form 
of a bill to increase by 3100,000,000 the 
sum of treasury' subscription* to the 
capita) stock of federal land banks. 
These bank* have outstanding about 
$1,117,000,000 in loan* on first mort­ 
gages to 408,000 farmer* throughout 
the country. Of these borrower* 235 
per cent were delinquent Nov. 30, 1931, 
compared w ith 10.1 per cent of delin­ 
quents a year ago. Land bank* which 
loaned $102,OOO,0f*0 in 1929 have loaned 
only I40j000,000 to farmer* this year. 
The bill hkis passed the house, with 
an am endm ent providing for a five- 
year quasi-m oratorium on federal land 
bank loan*.

Minneapolis, home for a visit with his 
pa rent 8, Mr. and Mr*. Vernon L. Hitch, Riverside Apartments, 
Went Brainerd, and Roeemary Elizabeth Murphy, 24, adopted 
daughter of Mr. and Min. George Murphy, 704VC Front Street, 
were the victims. 
Tile young couple was killed about 11:15 o’clock when the auto­ 
mobile in which they were riding skidded on the icy. edge of the 
highway into tin* ditch.

The w eather played a prominent 
part in responsibility for the fatally 
tic*. It wa* one of the mildest Christ- 
msec* in recent years In most sec­ 
tions of the country, with 
snow a 
rarity. Motorists took to the high­ 
ways in great numbers, the result be­ 
ing that well over one-half of the 
♦leatbs were due to automobile acci­ 
dents. 
A sharp decline wa* reported in the 
number of 
deaths from 
poisonous 
liquor or overindulgence In alcohol. 
W estern Pennsylvania had a high to­ 
tal seven 
but elsewhere deaths were 
few. One each wa* reported by Balti­ 
more, New York City, Wisconsin and 
Ohio 
Biocides likewise were few, conald- 
#*ring the contrast between the spirit 
of Christmas and the plight of the 
unemployed. Only eight were reported. 
However, there were six deaths by 
falls or leaps from windows, among 
which might be several suicides. 
Four d#*aths accompanied the south’s 
tradition of celebrating Christmas with 
tin works.

I.\en that important habit of .shifting the eye in both directions 
before crossing a str e e t has, it appears, caused a disturbance from 
overuse of the lateral muscles of the eyes, 
Yet the shifting eye of the |x*destriun is a minor problem 
to the many presented by the driver. 
Here it is not so much a 
shifting eye, for that might help keep many of us out of trouble. 
as it is a glassy, dreamy and unresponsive eye. An eye that seems 
to have lost its alertness and brightness, its ability to encompass 
an entire situation at a quick glance and convey the impulses 
for their projier interpretation to the brain. 
Perhaps the optometrists aie considering this problem im 
well. 
Perhaps, if they applied t bemat! vc, to this first, and found 
a solution, they might also see in it the further solution of the 
pedestrian's difficulty. 


ALICE IN WONDERLAND— ° 


The one hundredth anniversary of the birth of Charles 
Lutwidge Hodgson is going to la* celebrated next month. 
And if 
you don’t know who Charles Lutwidge Hodgson was, you’ll Im* in­ 
terested to learn that he wrote ‘‘Alice in Wonderland.** 
I^ewis 
Carroll was his pen name. 
I his obscure name, Dudgeon, is in some ways the most fas­ 
cinating part of the whole business. 
For it is a symbol of the 
queer, topsy-turvy way in which fate can d e a l with the author of 
a literary masterpiece. 
Hodgson was a staid and erudite professor of mathematics 
at Oxford. 
He wrote a number of very serious works on that 
subject— ‘buclid and His Modern Rivals,** was one, and “Syllabus 
of Plane Algebraic Geometry” was another. 
He wrote “Alice in 
Wonderland** chiefly to entertain a little girl of whom he was very 
fond, and no one was more surprised than he when the book was 
accepted e one ol tin dassies of english literature. 
Writing, of course, is an (Kid business. 
To construct his 
matnernatical woks. Hodgson called upon the keenest part of his 
brain and drew on the profoundest part of his learning. 
To write 
Alice he laid a s id e h is ordinary charac ter, became Lewis Carroll, 
and reached out into a realm of fantasy and wonder which is in- 
accessible even to the most brilliant unless they have been divinely 
gifted iii a way that eludes analysis. 
And that, of course, is only another way of saying that h* 
was a genius, 
He was, consequently, a puzzle* both to his friends 
and to himself, and he remains one to this day. 
That this studious mathematician should have written a 
book which seems certain to delight children and adults alike for 
j<s long a time as the English language is read anywhere—the 
business is beyond understanding. 
The man who is capable of 
writing a book (ii it be really a Hook, and not just a long string
